Prohibition Meeting. 


The open air meeting held here last 
night by 
the prohibitionists 
drew 
quite a number of people. 
It was the 
first political meeting for speech mak­ 
ing held here this season and the at­ 
tendance signified that the people will 
go out to political meetings this year 
in larger numbers than for some years. 
The Clarion Quartette, a prohibition 
campaign quartette, that is traveling 
over the state with the prohibition 
speakers, started the program—with a 
few selections and all who heard are 
ready to testify that they are good j 
singers. 
Edward Clark, the editor of 
The Phalanx, spoke briefly and intro- 
duced Sumner W. Haynes, of Port-1 
land, the prohibition candidate

governor. 
Mr. Haynes possesses a 
good voice and shows that he is ac-1 
customed to public speaking. 
He gave 
some history of the prohibition party 
and of temperance legislation in Indi­ 
ana. 
The burden of his address was 
devoted to criticism of other political 
parties and to men prominently identi­ 
fied with these parties.

The lin e of the chan gin g day is n ot a 
straight on e. 
The islan ds in the Pa­ 
cific take their time from the con tin en t 
with which they trade an d from which 
they were discovered. Thus the lin e of 
the chan ge zizzags down the Pacific 
from south to n orth, dodgin g between 
the islan ds. 
Hen ce it might easily happen that a 
ship which has already skipped a day 
w’ould reach an islan d which clin gs to 
San Fran cisco time.

busLn ess room at San drin gham , receiv­ 
in g an d in structin g the 
bailiffs 
an d 
others con cern ed in the m an agem en t of 
his two-thousan d-acre farm . 
But In 
splto of his m ultifarious en gagemen ts, 
the Kin g still man ages to con tin ue an d 
supervise the breedin g of stock. 
His 
stockkeepers are en thusiastic in 
his 
service, an d the result has been that 
the Kin g is even more successful at 
the shows n ow than he w as when he 
was Prin ce of Wales. 
Kin g Edw ard may well be proud of 
his rem arkable record, particularly If 
he recalls the con dition of the 
San ­ 
drin gham farm lan ds, when ce m an y of 
these trium phs have come, before he 
put them In to cultivation . 
A famous 
agriculturist who in spected the lan d 
before K in g Edward set about tran s­ 
formin g It, reported: “It is a very bar­ 
ren soil, barely capable of cultivation ."

principle involved appealed to Gen. J u ­ 
lius. 
He learned that It was the in­ 
tention of President M cKinley to send 
to the Senate the nam es of Schley and 
Sampson on the sam e day, but giving 
Sampson the preference and a rating 
much higher than that of Schley. All 
the fighting blood in Gen. Angus* body 
was aroused by this information. 
It 
was up 
to him to make a fight 
for 
Schley— and he made It. 
Ile sent his 
reporters, special 
correspondents and 
apodal writers scurrying all over the 
country. 
He gathered together a per­ 
fect presentation of the case of Schley 
and against Sampson. 
He 
gathered 
every bit of inform ation that it was 
possible to collect about Sampson as 
well as about Schley. 
l i t had one striking editorial writ­ 


ten setting forth the merits 
of 
th# 
Sampson-Schley controversy and point­ 
ing out wherein a man who stayed and 
fought differed from a man who was 
absent and merely constructively a par 
tielpant in the big tight off Santiago. 
The material collected was sufficient 
to make one com plete edition of tho 
B altim ore.American. 
The type was set, 
the plates cast and one copy of this 
special edition w as printed off. 
With 
this under ills arm and blood in his 
eye, Gen. Agnus w ent to Washington. 
Ile called upon President McKinley and 
laid the unqtie copy o f 
that special 
edition before M cKinley. 
“There has been printed only this 
copy,” said Gen. Agnus. 
“It will be 
published to-morrow if you are still de­ 
termined to send the Sampson promo­ 
tion ro the Senate.” 
President M cKinley looked the imper 
over. 
“This interests me deply, Gen. Ag­ 
nus,” he said. 
“W ill you leave it with 
me? 
I promise to do nothing in the 
m atter of the Senate nominations until 
I have com municated with you.” 
The result of President McKinley’s 
exam ination of that special copy of the 
ape clat edition o r th o Baltim ore Ameri­ 
can is well know’ll. 
Justice was done 
to Admiral Schley and tile plates that 
were kept locked up in a safe in the 
Baltim ore American building were de­ 
stroyed. 
There w as never occasion to 
use more than that one copy. 


OLD PARIS STREETS 


The automobile which glides noise­ 
lessly and sm oothly along Hie well- 
paved streets of P aris would not have 
had so easy a tim e some centuries ago. 
Nowadays one of 
the first demands 
civilization makes upon a community 
is that tile paving and sewerage shall 
be good. 
It is hardly possible for the 
twentieth-century mind to conceive the 
conditions of old-tim e streets and of 
tho inconveniences and dangers 
the 
public endured. 
Some idea of ancient 
Parisian thoroughfares is 
given 
In 
Tighe Hopkins’ “An 
Idler 
In 
Old 
France.’ 
Lilt et ta, the name by vvhlcff Paris 
w as first known, is said to have come 
from a word meaning “mud.” Til is de­ 
rivation is inexact, but its appropriate­ 
ness was practically borne out In the 
condition of ti ie 
streets. 
Unpaved, 
rough 
as 
woodland 
tracks, 
flooded 
wi111 waste waters from the houses, the 
roadways were populated by pigs, dogs, 
geese, ducks aud 
rabbits, 
In 
1131 
Philippe, son of Louis ie Gres arid heir 
to the throne, wars killed while riding 
in tile city streets by being thrown 
from his horse by an abbot’s pig. 
Snows and rains made the roads a l­ 
most impassable, and the odor from 
them rose far above tile housetops. 
It 
w as said that on the darkest night a 
traveler, out of ills course, might know 
by the stench how near he was to Par­ 
is. 
The mud of the streets gained un 
early celebrity. 
“It sticks like Paris 
m ud” w as a proverb of antiquity. 
If 
clothes were stained w ith it one was 
advised to “cut the piece out, for it 
burns whatever It touches.” 
In 3185 the king, standing by an 
open window of the palace, viewing a 
cart which had stuck iii the mud, i\*as 
so sickened by the stench that he gave 
orders to have tile streets paved. 
This 
movement inaugurated the street de­ 
partment of Paris, but the effort was 
a feeble one. The work w as begun, but 
a t Hie people’s expense. 
The king of­ 
fered 
only 
a 
slender 
contribution. 
T axes were levied on duelists, on can­ 
dles, boots, cake, and other tilings. But 
the enterprise w as soon abandoned. 
It was not until 1348 that any sy s­ 
tem atic care w as taken of tile streets, 
and pigs denied the public ways. 
Even 
then th*' cleaning w as confined to the 
highw ays; the sm aller 
streets 
were 
still filled with heaps and hillocks of 
rotting refuse. 
The germ-wise minds of to day may 
well wonder that any good or any con­ 
tinuance of life came out of such con­ 
ditions. 


Spinning^ o n t h e I oui m o n . 
T h a t historic bit of ground known to 
the world as Boston Common has been 
tin* background of 
m any 
a strange 
and picturesque scene. 
Burely not one 
of the varied events which have been 
a ted upon it presents a quainter pic­ 
ture than one w hich took place about 
1750. 
Frances Drake describes 
the 
occurrence in Ills article in “The Memo­ 
rial H istory of H a tto n ” on “Life in 
Boston In the Provincial Period.” 
In 1720 an attem pt w as made in Bos­ 
ton to encourage the art of spinning 
arid to 
establish 
schools 
where the 
process could be taught to the poor, 
It 
was recommended that 
twenty 
spin­ 
ning wheels should be provided by the 
town for the use o f children sent from 
tile almshouse and a premium allowed 
of £5 for tho first piece of linen spun 
and woven. 
In 1747 a society was organized for 
the encouragement of the industry, and 
the 
fourth 
anniversary 
was publicly 
celebrated. 
“In the afternoon,” says an old ac­ 
count, “300 young fem ale spinsters, de­ 
cently dressed, appeared on the oom- 
mon with their spinning wheels. 
The 
wheels were placed in three rows, a 
fem ale at each wheel. 
Weavers also 
appeared in 
garm ents 
of their 
own 
weaving. 
There was an immense num­ 
ber of spectators.”

A home-mndq. stacker that will do 
good service in handling hay is shown 
In the illustration. 
There are no cast­ 
ings to break and the timber required 
in its construction can be readily pro­ 
cured. 
The dim eusions of the various 
parts are: 
The lower tim bers which are marked 
1 are about 12 feet long and are made 
of 4 by 5-inch scantling. 
The side up­ 
rights, marked 2, are about 
14 feet 
long, and made of the same material 
as No. I. 
The slanting pieces, marked 
3, are about 16 feet long, and made of 
4 by 4-1 Ii ch scantling. 
The arms of 
the stacker marked 4, are 16 feet long, 
and made of 4 by 5 inch stuff. 
The 
cross piece, No. 5, is 13 feet long, and 
made of 3 by 5 inch stuff. 
No. 0 is 
of 2 by 5-inch stuff, and is bevelled on 
the front edge to allow the hay to slide 
over it easily when boing shoved on by 
the sweep. 
Tim bers numbered 7, 8, 9 
and IO, are made of 2 by 6-Inch stuff, 
and are IO feet long, except No. 7 arid 
No. 8, which should be only as long as 
the stacker fram e is wide. 
Each end 
of Nos. 9 and IO should project a foot 
on each end over No. 2. 
Nos. l l and 12 are made of 2 by 4- 
incii stuff, about IO feet 
long; those 
bolted to No. 13 about 15 Inches from 
the higher end of No. 13. 
No. 13 is made of 2 by 4-inch stuff, 
about 8 feet long; 
the higher 
end 
should be 
about 8 feet 
above the 
ground, so that when Hie stacker is on 
the 
ground 
tile w eight box, No. 14, 
should be about two inches from the 
two pulleys on the upper end of No. 
13; also when the stacker is upright. 
as it is when the hay is thrown on the 
stack, the weight box should be about 
2 inches below the two pulleys on the 
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upper end of 
No. 13; and when 
the 
stacker is half-w ay down the weight 
box, No. 14, should be just clear of the 
ground. 
No, 14 is the weight-box, and should 
be made of 2-inch stuff, about 8 to IO 
Inches deep, and about 2 feet square; 
it must be well spiked together. 
The 
idea of 
the weight is to 
start Hie 
stacker back to the ground as soon as 
the load is delivered from it on to the 
stack, and when the stacker is halfway 
to the ground, the weight nits as a 
brake for tile o ther half of the way 
daw a. 
i lie box is tilled with stones. 
The rope which attach es the weight- 
box to tile stacker should 
be three- 
quarter inch, passing from the weight 
up between the two pulleys oil the uje 
per end of No. 13, aud down to Hie 
center of stacker head No. 5. 
The pul­ 
leys on Hie fram e of the stacker should 
lie attached by means of wooden blocks 
with a notch cut out so that Hie pulley 
can tit between Hie block and frame. 
Pulleys for til is purpose are 6 inches 
in diameter aud made of turned hard 
wood. 
These are fastened in place by 
means of a hard wood pin for an axle. 
Tile pulleys should be kept well oiled 
to keep them from calking. 
The rope for 
raising the 
stacker 
should be either inch or Inch and a 
quarter. 
The teeth on the 
stacker 
ta n be made of 2 by 4-inch pine scant­ 
ling. IO feet long and bevelled on the 
upper side to allow the hay to slide 
on easily, 
The short upright teeth on 
the stacker head should lie about 5 
feet long. 
They are bolted to Hie long 
teeth about 2 inches from tile stacker 
head, No. 5, and rest against the stack­ 
er bead. No. 6. 
The stacker arms, No. 
4 should be bolted to No. 2 with a large 
bolt. about 12 inches from the ground.

Artificial honey can now be made so 
like the genuine article in flavor that 
even the expert cannot tell the differ­ 
ence. Thick sirup of sugar is boiled with 
a m inute quantity of m ineral acid, which 
converts it into the sam e form occur­ 
ring in honey. T his is mixed with some 
n a tu ra l honey of strong tlavor, and 
th u s closely stim ulates Hit* real article. 
It is said that the following, known as 
Iz-y’s i -agent, will detect Hie Spurious 
honey: 
Ten [airts of silver nitrate are 
dissolved in a hundred parts of water, 
an d to this tw enty p a rts of a 15 per 
cent solution of 
s«nla 
carbonate 
is 
added. 
The 
precipitate 
is 
filtered. 
washed and dissolved in a 115 parts of 
a Id per cent solution of ammonium 
chloride. 
It m ust be kept in the dark 
in a well-steppered bottle 
Tin* boney 
to be tested m ust lie diluted with twice 
its weight of w ater, 
A few drops of 
Hie reagent are to be added and heatid 
for live minutes on a w ater bath in 
th e dark. 
N atural honey tu rn s brown 
and shows a green Nil-yellow fluores­ 
cence; Hie Im itation tu rn s a lighter 
tin t and shows no fluorescence. 


C r o o k e d B r e a * ! iii < h l e k e u * . 
Crooked breast bones in chickens are 
cau>ed by the heavy birds roosting on 
poles or fences. The bones of the young 
birds are soft and are turned to one 
side by pressing on the roost. 
If you 


have heavy fow ls let them roost on 
the floor covered thickly with straw , 
and you will have no crooked breast 
bones. 


S u m m e r W o r k W i t h P o u l t r y . 
Hot suns debilitate fowls, increase 
the army of lice, cripple egg production 
an# cause trouble iii many other ways. 
You cannot control the sun, but you 
can control t*e power of it, as far as 
your poultry is concerned. 
Provide shade. 
Tree shade is the 
best, but if there ere no trees in the 
runs then the next best thing is to erect 
canopies of some kind. 
Have 
places 
provided so that the 
fowls and chicks cannot only get into 
the shade during the hot weather, but 
have a place of refuge during rainy, 
stormy days. 
Cut down the supply of heat-produc­ 
ing grains in the diet mid food-liberal 
of green food. 
As they m ature separate the cock­ 
erels from the pullets and give the for­ 
mer all extra allow ance, us they w ill 
stand more forcing. 
It is advisable each week to ga flier 
up all hens that are becoming broody 
aud [tut them in a separate coop where 
no nests are 
provided. 
With 
this 
change it will require but a week to 
break them from their broody instincts 
and they will go back to laying again. 


P r o t e i n f o r Plj£n. 
A lfalfa is a nitrogenous roughage. 
Pigs have only one stomach, and this 
a com paratively small one, therefore 
they are not as well adapted to eating 
as are rum inants; consequently it goes 
without saying that it is more than 
likely that the young growing pig will 
not obtain enough protein for maxi* 
mum growth from a ration made up of 
alfalfa and corn. 
Nevertheless alfalfa 
is one of Hie best sources of protein 
for pigs that can be had and should 
lie used to Hic greatest extent. 
When 
alfalfa is fed iii the form of hay it 
may be given to the pigs iii racks. 
If 
they are accustom ed to eating alfalfa 
in this form they will eat a consid­ 
erable quantity of it, but more w ill be 
eaten if it is chopped line and then 
steam ed or scalded and mixed w ith 
finely ground corn Into a thick slop.— 
Farm ers’ Home Journal.

Superiority of a Dying; Art to It* 
C h e a p e r H a l f - T o n e S u e c e * * o r . 
We are glad to learn that the Associ­ 
ation of Women Principals of the pub­ 
lic schools of New York has taken up 
certain 
im portant questions connected 
with the care of school children’s eyes, 
says the New York Medical Journal. 
Physicians have for years been convinc­ 
ed of the deleterious effects of the mad­ 
dening glare given out by the glazed 
paper which Is used In books when It 
is thought desirable to Illustrate them 
with halftone engravings. 
In some for­ 
eign 
publications 
we find 
halftones 
handsomely printed on palier which is 
almost if not quite unobjectionable as 
far as the glare Is concerned. 
Our 
French and German exchanges, for ex ­ 
ample, afford am ple evidence of this. 
Many of the halftone engravings are 
In a high degree artistic, and they have 
the advantage* of presenting undeniable 
rqvrod uetions of photographic pictures, 
with all their good points and all their 
bad ones. 
For all that, however, we 
prefer wood cuts 
for most purposes. 
Where are the half-tones that present 
such lucid depT.TFms as are to”be found, 
for Instance, in Hie old wood cuts of 
Sappey's Anatom y? But tho wood cuts 
must be of a high order of excellence, 
and to whom shall we turn now for 
such work n wood cutting as w e were 
accustomed 
to a 
few 
decades ago? 
Doubtless a few 
accomplished wood 
engravers still survive, but their num ­ 
bers 
must 
bo 
steadily diminishing. 
Wood engraving, alas, is almost a lost 
art. 
As a rule an engraving on wood Is 
more expensive than a halftone block, 
and doubtless that fact will stand in 
the way of a general return to the 
wood, but it ought not to prevent our 
taking all 
practicable steps 
to sa fe 
guard the children’s eyes.

W. Thompson Lees 
Is the tree dweller. 
A wooden stairw ay winds around tho 
tree’s 
trunk 
leading to the 
single 
Chamber above. 
The entire structure 
is made of wood and was designed by 
young Loos and his chum, Vail Apple- 
gnte, a freshm an at Dartmouth college. 
The boys built the house a little more 
than two years ago, but it is only late­ 
ly that they have converted it into a 
sleeping place. 
_ 
At first their Intention was sim ply to 
build a “crow’s nest” where they could 
seclude them selves on rainy afternoons 
and days when it was too hot for active 
exercise. 
The “crow’s nest” did 
not 
prove to be large enough, so the boys 
added a large platform which forms 
what they call their piazza. 
This piaz­ 
za Is roomy enough 
for an ordinary 
sized dining-room table and com fort­ 
ably accommodates six or eight diners.

Legal Information 


In St. Mary’s Hospital vs. Perry, 92 
Pacific Reporter, 864, testator made a 
bequest to plaintiff for the eudowrment 
of a bed for the poor. 
Defendant, aa 
executrix, alleged readiness to pay over 
the money if plaintiff would agree to 
carry out the term s of the bequest, but 
that plaintiff had refused. The Califor­ 
nia Supreme Court held that it w as no 
concern of defendant as to what plain­ 
tiff might intend to do with the money, 
and directed (hat payment be made. 


A queer mix up of opposing Interests 
comes to 11 gilt in Greenlee vs. Kola lid, 
decided by the Supremo Court of Ar­ 
kansas. and reported in 107 Southwest* 
em Reporter, 193, where the guardian 
of certain minors accepted employment 
as attorney for other persons Institut­ 
ing a proceeding against his wards, and 
employed another attorney to defend 
their interests. 
The relatives of th* 
infants, not being satisfied with the ar* 
rangement, employed another lavvyei 
to assist In preserving their rights, and 
the case at bar w as to recover his com­ 
pensation. 
Ile w as held entitled to re­ 
cover. 
An action w as brought In the United 
States Circuit Court for the D istrict 
of Minnesota to restrain the Attorney 
General of that State from enforcing, 
as unconstitutional, laws fixing maxi* 
mum charges of carriers. 
He insisted 
that a suit against him officially would 
be against the State, and beyond th* 
Jurisdiction of the court. 
Judge Loch 
ren held that Hie action was not against 
the State, that the law was invalid, 
and enjoined Its enforcement. 
The At­ 
torney General Instituted 
mandamus 
proceedings In the State court to com­ 
pd [tutting into effect the rates, wa* 
cited for contemp*, and adjudged guilty. 
In Ex parte Young, 28 Supreme Court 
Reporter. 441, he asked for a w rit of 
habeas corpus from the United State* 
Supreme Court, 
which was refused. 
Justice rvekham , in the opininrv-said 
that the use of Hie name of the Stats 
to enforce an unconstitutional act did 
not affect the State, as it was an ille­ 
gal attempt of the official to enforce aa 
unconstitutional act In its name.

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Pensacola, Fla., July 30.—Three men 
dead and a score wounded, some prob­ 
ably fatally, is the record of an at­ 
tempt last night by a mob to storm 
the county jail and take out a negro. 
Leander Shaw', 
who had assaulted 
Mrs. Lillian Davis, near here. 
Tile mob numbered probably a thou­ 
sand persons and gathered early, but 
there was no apparent indication that 
the crowd, which completely surround­ 
ed the jail, contemplated making a 
rush until nearly two hours later. The 
first indication was when a railroad 
iron was brought into play by about 
a dozen men upon the iron gate of the 
jail yard. 
The sheriff, with a dozen 
deputies, stood in windows upstairs 
with drawn revolvers and riot rifles. 
The sheriff pleaded with the mob, at 
the same time telling them he would 
defend the prisoner at the cost of ev­ 
ery life present. 
His words had no effect, and the 
moment the first blow' was struck on 
the gate, a volley of shots flashed 
from the upper windows of the jail. 
This was answered 
by the crowd, 
which poured volley after volley into 
the jail windows, wounding two depu­ 
ties. 
The mob was momentarily driv­ 
en hack with many wounded and one 
dead, as a result of the deadly aim 
of the sheriff and his deputies. 
Af midnight the mob. which had in 
the 
meantime, 
been 
reinforced 
by 
many residents of the surrounding 
country, mad*' another attack upon 
the jail. The sheriff and officers were 
overpowered by some of the men who 
had crept over the rear wall and cov­ 
ered them with rifles and revolvers. 
Others broke down the cell door and 
took Shaw out. 
The negro was carried to the cent* r 
of the plaza and hanged to an elec 
trio light pole, after which fully 500 
shots were fired into his dangling 
body. 
In this latter fight H. C. Hel­ 
ium, a streetcar conductor, was killed, 
w'hlle two deputies and four or five of 
the mob were wounded.

Some­ 
times, however, conditions 
are 
met 
which require special treatment, and 
in rolling country such conditions are 
not infrequent. Often a flat place sev­ 
eral rods In length or a seepy spot 
needs special attention. 
The distance 
from the drag at which the team Is 
hitched affo«is the depth of the cut­ 
ting. 
Shortening the chain tends to 
lift the front slab from the ground; a 
long hitch causes the blade to cut 
more deeply. The length of hitch may 
be regulate! by lengthening and short­ 
ening 
the 
chain 
end 
which 
runs 
through the hole In the blade of the 
drag. 
If small weeds are to be cut or 
a furrow of earth Is to be moved, the 
double-tree should be attached close to 
the ditch end of tho drag. 
The drag 
will now* move nearly ditch end fore­ 
most, and the driver should stand with 
one foot on the extreme forward end 
of the front slab. 
This will swing the 
drag to the proper angle and will cause 
the blade to plow. This hitch requires 
slow and careful driving In order to 
prevent the drag from tipping forward. 
If the blade should plow* too deeply as 
It may do In a wet spot, the driver 
should fift his weight toward the back 
slab, 
lf straw and weeds clog the 
blades, they can usually he removed if 
the driver shifts his weight to a point 
as far as possible from the ditch or 
blade end. Similarly, lf he steps quick­ 
ly away from tile ditch end, the load 
of earth may he dropped Into a low 
place or mud hole. 
“Some attention should be given to 
the edge of the blade. 
In the begin­ 
ning, the average earth road requires 
no steel plate on the drag, although 
the drag will be better preserved lf 
the steel Is applied at first. 
At the 
end of a year's work, lf the dragging 
bas been faithfully done, n steel plate 
will be needed, 
lf the twist of the 
log Is properly used, or the three-cor­ 
nered strip of wood Is placed under 
the blade, a flat piece of steel will an­ 
swer. 
In case the blade stands jK»r- 
pendieular It should be slightly cupped 
when sharpened. 
“Usually two horses are enough to 
pull a drag over an ordinary earth 
road. 
When four horses are 
used, 
the) should be hitched to the drag by 
means of a four-horse evener. 
The 
team should be driven with one horse 
on cither side of 
tic 
right-handed 
wheel track or rut the full length of 
the portion to be dragged and the re­ 
turn made over the other half of the 
roadway. 
While this is being accom­ 
plished, all mud holes and ruts will be 
filled, int'* which traffic will pack the 
fresh earth. 
“The drag does the lied work when 
the soil is moist, but not sticky. 
The 
earth then moves freely along 
the 
faces of the stabs, 
lf the roadway is 
very badly rutted and full of holes, it 
may be well to use the drag once when 
the ground is slushy, 
This treatment 
is particularly applicable before a cold 
spell In winter, when it Is possible to 
have a roadway 
freeze 
smooth. 
A 
smooth road surface is secured by this 
method. Clay, when mixed with water 
a id thoroughly worked, becomes re­ 
markably tough and impervious to wa­ 
ter. 
lf compacted in this condition it 
becomes extremely hard. 
“Another valuable result of 
drag 
glng Is the reduction of dust, for the 
particles of d ay cohere so tenaciously 
that there Is but little wear when the 
face Is smooth. 
Dust on an earth road 
is due to the breaking up under traffic 
of the frayed aud upturned edges of 
ruts and hoof prints. 
If the surface 
Is smoothed after each rain and the 
road dries hard and even. no edges are 
exposed to crushing and the only dust 
which forms is that due to actual wear 
of the road surface. 
“There are so man)’ influences 
at 
work urn! conditions are so varied In 
different localities that it Is quite im­ 
possible to lay down a general rule 
for the varied treatment needed 
to 
keep a r**ad In condition. 
A tough clay 
or a stiff sandy clay will resist the ac­ 
tion of wheels and hoofs for a longer 
period than a loam, other things being 
equal. 
Certain sections of a roadway 
will require more attention than oth­ 
ers because of steep grades, seepage, 
exposure to hillside wash. etc. 
The 
best guide in meeting these conditions 


This undue haste to dispose 
of the year’s crop all In a heap upsets 
market conditions and causes a direct 
loss to the farmer, as well as an addi­ 
tional expense to the consumer. 
The trouble is the roads; these are 
very bad in the winter and often prac­ 
tically Impassable. 
For the last hun­ 
dred years farm products have been 
disposed of more upon the condition of 
the highways than upon market re­ 
quirements. 
This has made it neces­ 
sary to store the grain In the large 
cities, an expensive practice for some 
one must pay the bill. 
One of the highest agricultural au ­ 
thorities says: 
“The inability of the 
farmers to take advantage of the m ar­ 
ket, due to bad and at times Impassa­ 
ble roads, has caused them a direct 
loss of from one to five cents upon ev­ 
ery bushel of grain raised, as well as 
a further loss by reason of the In­ 
creased cost of haulage on some over­ 
bad roads.” 
The greatest need of this country Is 
good roads 
roads rood every day in 
the year. 
They eau easily be had un­ 
der the State aid plan, under which 
all property must pay road taxes. F if­ 
teen States have adopted It and It 
works like a charm.—H. II. Gross, Sec­ 
retary Farm ers’ Good Roads League.

L a b o r In R o a d - B n lld l n * . 
The almost perfect maintenance of 
European highways Is due to cheap 
labor. 
Tho governments tax the peo­ 
ple moderately for good roads and 
they get surprising value for their tax 
expenditures by the low cost of labor. 
The beginning of a good roads policy 
in the United States Is under different 
conditions. 
Here the cost of merce­ 
nary labor Is much higher than in E u ­ 
rope. 
Tho factor of labor is the chief 
one In road-butldlng. 
Materials and 
supervision are secondary. 
Americans are thus confronted with 
an important problem at the outset. 
Farm ers object to heavy direct ta x a ­ 
tion for roads even though the latter 
will Increase the value of farms and 
the value of farm products. 
The logl- 
cal way to enlist the farmers’ cooper 
ation In building good roads is to meet 
them halfway by State appropriations. 
When the various States take up a 
good roads policy in earnest they can 
not evade the question of employing 
convict labor. 
The desultory experi­ 
ences of Southern States show th at 
this form of labor Is tractable and 
economical. T he State has an asset in 
convict labor that cannot be employed 
to such permanent advantage In any 
other form. 
We might even suggest further that 
all States maintaining Insane asylums 
eau find equal advantage in giving 
their able-bodied insane wards useful 
employment at road-building. 
Espe­ 
cially so when the field of operations 
is In the vicinity of the asylums. Alien­ 
ists all agree that healthy outdoor oc­ 
cupation is imperative for most eases 
of dementia that are curable. 
The labor of criminals and Insane 
persons belongs to the State lf they 
are in State institutions. 
It Is not 
onlv economic wisdom to turn this la­ 
bor int*) the useful channel of road- 
bulldlng but a positive hum anitarian 
stop.—c hicago Journal.

They embody natural hopes ami longings th at grow up 
In lonely surroundings, or that tire not easily expressed 
by shy natures outside the shelter of a false name; and 
many responses to the appeals arc equally genuine. 
B ut the fact that a man has honest intentions, and 
therefore credits them to others, makes him the easier 
dupe of an adventuress, and the trustful good faith of 
a friendless woman by no means Insures her against the 
wiles of a scoundrel. 
Young girls sometimes answer 
such advertisements “for fu n ;” but the very freedom 
with which girls write increases the danger that they 
will be entrapped and blackmailed by scoundrels who 
batten on Innocent Indiscretion.

EVEN HUNDRED ANI) FORTY-81 X teach­ 
ers from the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
grades 
In Chicago 
public schools 
have 
formally advocated more time for reading, 
writing, arithmetic and spelling in those 
grades. 
A committee of the Board of Educa­ 
tion asked for opinions from fifteen hundred teacher* 
in the upper grades. 
Some of the answers are almost 
startling. 
Forty-five teachers report that they give no 
time at all to writing, and nearly 360 give less than fifty 
minutes weekly; 846 teachers give between twenty-five 
and fifty minutes weekly to spelling; nearly 500 said 
they make no effort to teach children words outside of 
their natural vocabulary. 
One teacher, a little bolder than the rest, writes that 
children should be drilled In rapid addition, or letter- 
writing, or spelling, or cultivating a taste for good books, 
“instead of using precious time In making paper furni­ 
ture.” 
Other teachers complain that the courses are 
overcrowded. 
Nearly GOO teachers express dissatisfac­ 
tion with the result of the spelling courses. 
These comments are from those who should be abl# 
to Judge the results of their own w’ork. They harmonize 
closely with the judgment of those in the outside world 
who are constantly confronted with glaring deficiencies 
of public school graduates in reading, writing and arith ­ 
metic. 
Even high school courses do not remedy these 
fundamental deficiencies.—Chicago Journal.

Each member takes his tun) 
riding the ambulance, for which he gets 
no pay.

practicing upon street victims. 
The Rescue society has nine emerg­ 
ency stations, fitted with all the facili­ 
ties of a fire-engine house for getting 
out quickly. These Rescue society am­ 
bulances are co-operated with by at 
least one ambulance from each of tho 


sixteen large hospitals. 
Several times 
each day the director of the ambulance 
service Is notified how' many empty 
beds there are at each reception hos­ 
pital, thus preventing the complication 
that frequently arises in this country 
of a dying man being taken to a hos­ 
pital only to find that there is no place 
for him. 
They also have test runs In 
Berlin. At the pleasure of the director 
any or all the ambulances are called 
out unexpectedly, their time noted, and 
their condition inspected. Berlin is the 
only city where this practice prevails. 
A well-maintained ambulance 
Bervie* 
increases tile 
demand for 
attention 
from tho really needy. 
Berlin, virtu­ 
ally the same size as Chicago, responds 
to four times as many calls. 
St. Louin, 
half as large, has more calls by several 
thousand* than Chic ago, owing to tho 
better service and the familiarity of 
the citizens with it. 
Persons In city streets are thrilled 
by the clanging of the ambulance gong 
and fascinated when the horses gallop 
by. 
A feeling of horror Is oftentimes 
follows! by one of some comfort a t the 
thought that, in case of accident to 
himself, one speedily would lie taken 
care of. In a m ajority of instances this 
f i l i n g of comfort is not Justified.
